SP bows to city; 
agrees to rework 
Lompoc franchises

Southern Pacific Railroad Co. has bowed to city pressure and agreed that its two 
Lompoc franchises, signed in 1899 and 1923 and worded to last forever, can be 
renegotiated, the Record has learned 
In a private executive session last 
night, the Lompoc City Council gave 
Davidson the green light to tell the 
mammoth railroad that the city will sue 
if a proposal for moving its train 
switching operations out of town isn’t 
also madd part of the negotiations. 
The private session, from which the 
public 
was excluded, 
coincidentally 
came 
after 
a 
complaint 
from 
Councilman Em il Scolari that switching 
operations were holding up traffic in 
local intersections for long periods The 
council directed city staff members to 
draft a letter of protest to the railroad 
about 
the 
situation, 
though 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers 
said, 
We’ve done that on several occasions 
without much success ” 
Scolari complained of being stalled for 
12 
minutes 
at 
a 
Laurel 
Avenue 
intersection by box cars that were left in 
the crossing without an engine by 
railroad crews 
After the private session, Davidson 
said he remembered that he had already 
discussed the matter with Southern 
Pacific officials, making the closed 
session unnecessary. Under California 
law and legal precedent, elected boards 
may hold private meetings to discuss 
pending litigation if public knowledge of 
the meetings would damage a public 
agency's legal position Davidson said 
he'd 
called 
the 
private 
confab 
inadvertently 
and 
described 
the 
discussion 
At its Nov. 19 meeting, the council 
directed 
the attorney 
to challenge 
wording in the franchises which meant 
that they would last virtually forever. 
The 1899 pact gave SP the right to lay 
and maintain track along Laurel Avenue 
at no cost and for all time as long as 
crossings were reasonably maintained 
At that time, Davidson looked back, the 
Union vote tonight 
could settle dispute 


Chemical union workers tonight will 
vote on a new labor contract that could 
end a dispute that has idled 500 workers 
and halted production at Johns-Manville 
Corp. 
The contract is based on an agreement 
between top company and union officials 
in Los Angeles Monday. Details of the 
agreement were not disclosed, but it 
was learned the two sides agreed to 
submit the rehiring of one union worker 
to arbitration; and that a cost of living 
raise will be spread out over the next 12 
months instead of being paid in a lump 
sum immediately.

If the membership ratify the contract, 
workers could be back on the job at 8 
a.m. tomorrow.

He said that., if it comes to a 
law suit, the renegotiation could be 
compelled by the courts, avoiding any 
possibility of the railroad’s threatening 
to close here. 


Poor economy won’t stop him 


from running in 1976 - Ford 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii — President 
Ford will seek election to a full term in 
1976. regardless of the state of the 
economy, his chief spokesman said 
today. 
The President’s decision to seek 
election in 1976 is unrelated to the state 
of the economy," said White House 
Press 
Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen, 
elaborating on Ford’s own statement at 
a news conference in Atlanta Tuesday. 
Furthermore, Nessen said he knew of 
no circumstances under which Ford 
would change his mind 
Nessen 
raised 
the 
subject 
with 
reporters 
without 
being 
asked 
“Somehow it has gotten around that he 
would run if the economy is good and 
might not if it is bad," Nessen said of 
Ford. "That is not true.” 
The 
President 
said 
Tuesday 
he 
believed the economic *picture would 
improve sufficiently by 1976 to "justify" 
his seeking a full four-year term in the 
White House. 
In a televised NBC-TV interview two 
weeks ago. Ford 
indicated that a 
depressed economy might force him to 
pull out of the race. There also has been 
widespread 
speculation 
that 
a 
recurrence of his wife’s breast cancer 


might compel Ford to quit politics. 
Sen 
Howard Baker, R Tenn , has 
passed the word that he may enter the 
New Hampshire presidential primary 
because of Ford’s low standing in the 
public opinion polls. 
"The 
President does expect 
the 
economy to be considerably better than 
it is this year," Nessen said, referring to 
1976, "and he will demonstrate his 
leadership... 
"He expects the inflation rate to come 
down considerably, unemployment to be 
down and employment to be going up. 
The gross national product is expected 
to be rising at a very high rate.” 
Asked if Ford’s deicision to seek the 
presidency 
on 
his 
own 
was 
"irrevocable,” Nesssen replied: "As far 
as I know. I haven’t heard him say 
anything else.” 
Ford conferred earlier in the day with 
about 100 members of Congress in a last 
ditch effort to rally support for his $3 a 
barrel oil import fee. The House votes 
later today on a measure to delay the 
import increase, the first stage of which 
went into effect Sunday. 
Nessen conceded that there was 
sufficient opposition in the House to 
block the oil fees. But, he added, the 


President has picked up about 100 more 
votes in his drive to get the measure 
voted down 
Nessen said 
Ford will veto the 
legislation so the additional support is 
important because it would take a two- 
thirds majority to override the veto. 
Nessen also said the legislation still has 
several more steps, including Senate 
consideration, before it reaches the 
White House. 
"H e’s picking up strength all the time 
to sustain his veto," Nessen said. 
Ford returned to the White House 
Tuesday night after spending two days 
in Atlanta promoting his antirecession 
package. 
The lawmakers meeting at breakfast 
with Ford were briefed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon. Nessen 
said Kissinger was "very persuasive" in 
urging the congressmen not to overturn 
the foreign oil fees. 
Ford 
today 
welcomed 
Pakistani 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who 
is seeking a lifting of the U.S. embargo 
on 
military weapons shipments to 
Pakistan and also mmore food aid for 
his country. 
Ford was apparently buoyed by the

saying 
the economic 
picture in 1976 will be bright enough to 
justify his running for another term. 


"The President feels it went well,” 
said Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
Ford 
plans

country trips to seek the backing he

recalcitrant Congress. 
Asked how the economy might affect 
his candidacy, Ford told an Atlanta 
news conference: “ I believe that the 
economic situation in 1976 will be an 
improving picture. It won’t be perhaps 
as good as we like, but I believe 
unemployment will be going down and 
employment will be going up. I think the 
economic circumstances will be good 
enough to justify at least my seeking 
(the presidency).” 
On reports that Sen. Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., is considering seeking the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, 
—probably 
starting 
in 
the 
New 
Hampshire primary —Ford said: " I 
have indicated that it is my intention to 
be a candidate in 1976, and of course in 
our system anybody can if they so desire 
qualify to be a candidate in any 
primary.” 


Hickory Ave. street tree rebellion officially ends 


New rules say homeowners may do their own thing 


The West Hickory Street tree rebellion officially 
ended last night when the City Council unanimously 
passed a resolution allowing new subdivision home 
owners 
to 
choose 
their 
own, 
city-approved 
landscaping instead of city-approved street trees 
planted near their yards. 
The measure also allows subdivision developers and 
home owners to select alternates among approved 
city street trees for planting near new subdivision 
homes — but only if the city approves of the choice. 
The city architectural Review Committee must 
pass on the alternate landscaping schemes submitted, 
but Community Development Director A1 Autry last 
night told the council that the new measure leaves 
that panel adrift as to what criteria to apply in the 
judgment. He also said the ordinance doesn’t provide 
the city with any effective enforcement procedure, 
should a home owner go ahead with an unapproved 
alternate landscaping plan. The only remedy, he said, 


would be for the city to again require the planting of 
street trees where they are not wanted. 


This is what started the controversy in the first 
place. On October 1, 1974, city crews planted several 
Evergreen Pear street trees on a city-owned strip of 
land extending from the front yards of new homes on 
West Hickory Avenue. Aghast, several of the home 
owners, who had begun other landscaping projects, 
demanded that the tree planting be stopped, which it 
was, and angrily mobbed the next City Council session 
to ask that those already planted be removed. The 
council warned that residents yanking up any of the 
trees could be cited. 


The incident was picked up from Record accounts 
by United Press International and described in the 
inside pages of newspapers across the nation, as well 
as over large city California radio stations. 
Amidst the furor, the council referred the matter to 


the city’s Beautification Commission and the new 
street tree planting specifications passed last night 
were drawn up in response. 
City rules still require that new subdivisions include 
tree planting in front of homes on city-owned strips. 
Usually this is done before home buyers move into 
their new residences and begin to flex their green 
thumbs. This was not the case in the Hickory Avenue 
homes, and this, city leaders say, turned out to be a 
big mistake. 
Under 
the 
new 
guidelines, 
homeowners 
in 
established new subdivisions must be informed of city 
plans to plant trees, given the chance to argue for an 
alternate type of tree than the city had planned and 
submit their own landscaping plans — before anything 
is planted by the city. 
Autry and the city panel last night agreed that the 
Architectural Review Committee will have to work 
out the kinks in the new procedure.

Council adjusts speed laws 


Code breakers no longer 'criminals' 


Is a person ticketed for doing 
five miles over the speed limit 
or cited for a zoning violation a 
criminal? 
The Lompoc City Council 
doesn't think so. Last night the 
panel unanimously voted tp 
shift city code violations from 
misdemeanors, punishable by a 
fine 
and 
a 
jail 
term, 
to 
infractions, 
a 
non-criminal 
offense 
punishable only 
by 
fines. 
In other action, the city 
board gave itself the power to 
increase state maximum speed 
limits 
within the city and 
established a number of speed 
limits on various city streets. 
Until 1968, state law required 
that people who broke city 
codes 
be 
prosecuted 
for 
misdemeanors and carry the 
legal title of “criminal.” That 
year, state legislators allowed 
cities to establish a new traffic 
violation, the “ infraction,” for 
which 
lighter 
punishments 
were possible and the term 
“ offender” 
applied. 
The 
experiment worked so well 
with city traffic violations that 
the 
state 
recently 
allowed 
cities 
to 
create 
the 
same 
offense with regard to any city 
code violations Lompoc made 
that choice last night. 
“I believe that it is highly 
salutatory to take the stigma of 


criminality off what are often 
inadvertent violations,” said 
City Attorney Alan Davidson. 
"I do not take persons to court 
in order to punish them, but 
merely to get them to obey the 
ordinances for the good of all 
persons in the city.” 
The California vehicle code 
also 
allows 
cities 
both 
to 
increase and decrease the state 
m axim um 
and 
m inim um 
speeds on local streets on the 
basis of engineering and traffic 
surveys. The present city code 
allows the council to decrease 
this maximum limit only. The 
panel availed 
itself of the 
power to increase local speed 
l i m i t s 
l a s t 
n i gh t 
and 
established a number of speed 
limits on the basis of traffic 
s u r v e y s 
d o n e 
by 
t h e 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California. The limits cover V, 
A and I Streets and Olive and 
College 
Avenues 
and 
are 
between 30 and 40 m p.h. 
On the urging of Farley 
Beckett of 1508 West Pine Ave., 
that 40 m.p.h speed limits for 
West Ocean Avenue are “ too 
dagnabbed fast,” the council 
said it would also look into 
speeds on that thoroughfare. 
Also on last night’s agenda 
was a list of public nuisances. 
The panel directed the owners

Cost overruns, underruns 
occurring on sewer project

Cost overruns are occurring in Lompoc’s $17 million regional 
sewage project, the City Council learned last night, as well as at 
least one cost underrun 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers told the panel that a portion of 
the project contractor’s work “may be over the contract price” 
and said he would soon report “ several” such overruns as well as 
some cost savings. 


Wahlers' statement cam e in reply to Le Roy Scolari, 423 North 
G St., who complained that the plant contractor, Gentry Rados 
Co., is depositing material from the present plant’s flood barrier 
in the already near-full city dump. He had asked how much this is 
costing. Scolari said it doesn't make any sense to dispose of the 
flood revetment this way because it could be used for flood control 
elsewhere along the river and the city already faces a problem 
expanding its dump area 
The city is about to contract for a $10,000 to $15,000 consultant’s 
study of the brimming dump that, among other things, will 
recommend ways to enlarge it. 
Wahlers told Scolari he didn't know the precise facts on the old 
flood barrier disposal but said that you just can’t dump that type 
of m aterial anywhere. 
Of the cost overruns, he said: “Some of them are going to be 
quite sizeable. We estim ate one will be on the order of $20,000 
This will be a deduction (from the contract price.)” The 
administrator added that a $70,000 change order contingency fund 
was built into city and grant funding for the massive project Any 
project this big is bound to include sfime cost adjustments, he 


said 
The talk of change orders in the contracted cost of the sewer 
project waved a red flag in front of Councilman Art Scott, who 
said that low-bidding contractors have a way of fattening profits 
by jacking up project costs after the contract is signed 
“Contractors really make their profits back through change 
orders,” he pled. "I happen to know. I’m in the business.” Scott is 
a realtor. 
“We paid (sewer consultants* Brown and Caldwell one hefty 
amount of money to design this sewer plant . . . I feel there’s 
enough margin in that contract that the contractor can absorb the 
costs of some of the mistakes he’s made.” 
Wahlers said the contractor isn’t doing anything that isn’t in the 
project specifications 
On filling up the dump with the revetment material, Scott said: 
“ I can’t see turning around and buying more landfill (dump area) 
after he (the contractor) has filled it up ”

Disabling injuries 
were down 10 per cent, from 2 
million in 1973 to 1.8 million in 
1974. 


The council also said 1974 
was the safest year for motor 
vehicle travel on a mile-for- 
mile basis in the 42 years that 
the council has maintained a 
statistical record. The rate was 
36 deaths per 100 million 
vehicle miles traveled, com­ 
pared with 4 3 in 1973 


The council counted lower 
travel speed as the major 
factor in the lower death rate 


“By 
reduced 
speeds, 
we 
mean reduced vehicle speeds 


across the board, on city 
streets and suburban roads as 
well as on high-speed high­ 
ways,” council president Vin­ 
cent Tofany said 


“ We’re talking about some­ 
thing more far-reaching than 
the 
55-mile-per-hour 
speed 
limit.” 


Tofany said that limit was 
useful in slowing travelers on 
the highway “ but it may have

But Dr. Robert C. Seamans Jr., chairman of the ERDA, assured 
the hearing that the fast-breeder program seems the best bridge 
from present nuclear technology to the fusion technology of the 
next century 
Seamans said the breeder overruns do not affect other research 
programs. 
Nuclear power for light and heat currently comes from the 
atom-splitting process called fission The fast-breeder reactor, 
however, would create more fuel in one form than it uses in 
another —an improvement over the current fission process. 
Sen John O. Pastore, D-R.I., told Seamans, “we have to make 
sure we put out money in the right basket That is going to be one 
of your primary responsibilities, sir .”

Victor R. (his last name was 
not released to protect Lisa s 
identity) Tuesday asked the 
state Supreme Court for an 
opportunity to plead his case 
for custody before a Juvenile 
Court Judge. His case was 
turned dov .. earlier by the 3rd 
District Court of Appeal. 
California currently gives no 
legal standing to fathers of 
children bom out of wedlock, 
unless they later marry the 
mother. 
"What is the basis of the 
Juvenile Court in refusing to let 
the natural father be heard?" 
asked Justice Matthew D. 
Tobriner. "Is it binding itself 
completely to the facts? The 
court is becoming completely 
legalistic. Isn’t this an almost 
unbelievable situation?" 
The court took the case under 
submission and was expected 
to issue an opinion later. 
Deputy 
state 
Attorney 
General Susan Cohn argued 
against 
allowing 
Victor 
a 
hearing 
because 
the 
law 
prevents 
interference 
by 
outsiders in custody cases and 
there was no legal basis for him 
to claim parenthood 
"On the fact here it is almost 
absurd to assume he is not the 
father," said Chief Justice 
Donald Wright. "What name 
does she go by? His name is on 
the birth certificate." 
Lisa and Victor share the 
same last name. Wright said 
the legal claim that the girl has 
no father will be destroyed 
"when she gets old enough to 
read" the birth certificate. He 
accused the attorney general of 
"talking riddles." 


Meantime, Sen. Anthony C. 
Beilenson, 
D-Los 
Angeles, 
introduced a bill (SB347) which 
would 
eliminate 
the 
legal 
distinction between legitimacy 
and illegitimacy. 


An aide to the lawmaker said 
the bill could apply in cases 
such as Lisa’s, and also in 
instances 
when 
illegitimate 
children are to inherit money 
from their fathers. 


A similar bill passed the 
Senate last year but failed in 
the Assembly.

because of high snow drifts. By 
late Tuesday, 16 inches of snow

Superior Court judge Tuesday 
ordered that for the first time 
in California, a convicted felon 
be allowed to act as a juror.

Abbott, 55, a carpenter, was 
also one of the plaintiffs in a 
1966 California Supreme Court 
ruling 
that 
gave convicted 
felons the right to vote 
He pleaded guilty in 1943 to 
violating draft laws. He had 
been classified as a conscien­ 
tious objector and placed in a 
work camp. He walked away 
one 
day, 
saying 
he 
had 
concluded that service in the 
camp also aided the war effort, 
which he regarded as “ legal­ 
ized murder.” 
He served 
18 months in 
federal prison. 
The judge refused to declare 
the 
law 
barring 
convicted 
felons from jury duty unconsti­ 
tutional, but said he had “ no 
hesitation” in ruling that the 
prohibition should not apply to 
Abbott, who had “ led a life 
beyond legal reproach for 30 
years” since his release from 
prison. 
ACLU attorney Mark Rosen­ 
baum called the decision “ a 
powerful precedent. It is the 
first time in the state of 
California that a person who 
pleaded guilty to a felony is 
being permitted to sit on a 
jury ” 
Abbott was called for jury 
duty last January, but the 
office 
of 
the county jury 
commissioner 
immediately 
disqualified 
him 
when 
his 
record was learned. The ACLU 
backed his request for a court 
order 
requiring 
the 
commissioner to accept him as 
a juror. 
“ It is contrary to American 
ideals and morals to prohibit 
persons from returning to full 
citizenship when they have paid 
the full debt to society as I 
have,” Abbott said. 
The 
ACLU 
argued 
that 
restoration of civil rights to ex­ 
convicts, including the rights to 
vote and serve on juries, is 
unconstitutional and violated 
the 
p rin cip le 
that 
im prisonm ent 
should 
“ rehabilitate persons and bring 
them back into the mainstream 
of society.” 
Deputy County Counsel John 
Farrell argued that the Consti­ 
tution permits states to deny 
civil rights to certain classes of 
persons, such as convicted 
felons, and such laws had 
withstood constitutional chal­ 
lenges since the 19th century. 
He said he did not yet know 
whether the county will appeal 
the decision. 


Pesticides cause 
medical problems

Pesticide-related 
illnesses 
prompted 1,150 persons to seek 
medical atttention last year, a 
decrease of 
324 from the 
previous year, the state report­ 
ed Tuesday. 
The Department of Food and 
Agriculture described the de­ 
cline as “ significant.” 
“ As in previous years, most 
illnesses occurred not in farm 
laborers but in persons working 
directly with concentrated pes­ 
ticides, such as those who hand 
pour, mix or load thematerials 
into 
the application equip­ 
ment,” the department said in 
a news release. 


The preliminary totals are 
based on required reports from 
physicians on every pesticide- 
connected illness they treat. 
A state agricultural official 
credited the decline to new 
pesticide worker safety regula­ 
tions that went into effect in 
1974 and specified working 
conditions for the handling of 
the toxic chemicals.

One of the largest manhunts 
in the city’s history is under 
way to find the mysterious 
killer, who cuts the throats of 
his victims to the spine. 
A 45-year-old transient and a 
32-year-old Van Nuys, Calif., 
man confessed to the killings 
Tuesday, 
and a newspaper 
received 
a 
tape 
recorded 
message from a man claiming 
to be the slasher and complain­ 
ing over news stories about 
him. 
Police discounted all three, 
and 
the 
two self-confessed 
“ slashers” in custody were 
released after questioning. 
More than a dozen suspects 
have been picked up since the 
manhunt was intensified by 
discovery of the eighth and 
ninth victims last week. None 
has been charged. 
The 
transient, 
Theodore 
Lane, was picked up after he 
told a drinking companion he 
was the slasher and “ wanted to 
get his name in the papers.” 
Police said they found a knife 
on him, but that it was not 
connected with the killings and 
it was determined by question­ 
ing that Lane knew little about 
the slayings. 
Police said another man, 
identified as James Cullen, 32, 
telephoned

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Connors ready to play for Davis Cup team—maybe 


By MILTON MCHMAN 


NEW YORK (U P!) - Public opinion, the mightiest, most 
inexorable force in all the world, gradually keeps pushing 
Jimmy Connors toward a decision he inevitably has to 
make He can delay it, but he can’t put it off forever. 
There will come a time when he'll run out of options, when 
he’ll have to declare one way or the other whether he wishes 
to play on the U S Davis Cup tennis team and represent his 
country or not 
Sooner or later, Jimmy Connors will have to say yes or no 
definitively, and I’m sure his answer will be yes because 
ever since he has been a little boy he always wanted to play 
on the U S Davis Cup team. 
Yet, for three years now. he has turned down invitations 
to do so He has declined for what he calls "personal 
reasons,” ones which aren't that complex or difficult to 
understand when you know the entire background for his 
answers. 
It is generally known that he and Dennis Ralston, one­ 
time coach and present captain of the U.S. Davis Cup team, 
aren't crazy about each other This, many people say, is 
one of the overriding reasons Connors keeps saying no every 
time he gets an invite to play from the Davis Cup 


committee. The starting point for all this goes back three 
years to 1972 
Jimmy Connors had just come East from California to 
play on the Independent Players' Association run by Bill 
Riordan, his close friend and advisor Connors was an 
unknown at the time, a 19-year-old freshman at UCLA 
Playing in the Georgetown University tournament for 
Vince Lombardi Cancer Research, he finished second Ilie 
Nastase won and received $40,000; Connors, the runnerup, 
got nothing because he was an amateur He talked to his 
friend, Bill Riordan, who was and still is president of the 
Independent Players' Association, and told him he wanted 
to turn professional Riordan talked with Connors’ mother 
and told her he thought it was time 
So Jimmy Connors turned pro and Riordan, who has 
known him since he was a little boy, immediately got him a 
$3,000 deal to play in Caracas 
Gee, Dennis (Ralston» has invited me to play on the 
Davis Cup team against the British West Indies in 
Jam aica," Connors informed Riordan the day after the 
Georgetown tourney ended "What should I do?" 
"Jim m y, when your country asks you to play, it’s an 
honor, 
Riordan replied. "You automatically accept. 
There’s no question what you do." 


Connors caught a jet for Kingston, Jamaica, the following 
day and began practicing with two other team members. 
Tom Gorman and Erik Van Dillen. On the eve before the 
opening matches, Ralston announced Gorman and Van 
Dillen would play in those matches 
"You’re not playing well enough, Connors," he said. 
"You’re not gonna play." 


Jimmy Connors was crushed, He felt he knew why 
Ralston wasn’t playing him He believed it was because he 
hadn t signed with Donald Dell, who was representing every 
member of the Davis Cup team, including Ralston. Dell is a 
former Davis Cup captain, a players’ agent and legal coun­ 
sel to the Association of Tennis Professionals, arch rivals of 
Riordan s group 


Connors picked up the phone and called Riordan after 
being turned down by Ralston. The following day Connors’ 
grandmother, who had helped bring him up and whom he 
was so close to, died in Los Angeles. When Riordan called 
Connors in Jamaica to tell him it was his world had come to 
an end After the funeral he had a long heart-to-heart talk 
with Riordan about his future. 
Riordan advised him to go to Europe, play the clay courts 
and get experience. 


"You’re going to be homesick, you're going to be 
miserable, you’re going to get beat," Riordan told him, "but 
before you become world champion, you’re going to have to 
take your lickings." 
Connors listened He went to Europe and was eliminated 
in every tournament he played in. generally in the first or 
second round 
He was low He called Riordan nearly every night for a 
month. Finally after a month, Riordan made a trip to Paris 
to see Connors. He found Connors very depressed On the 
day Riordan arrived, Connors lost to a long time bitter 
rival, Harold Solomon of Silver Spring, Md , in the first 
round of the French Open 
Riordan took Connors to a little French restaurant on the 
Champs Elysee, trying to cheer him up Connors only fooled 
with his food 
"Holy smoke, the first round —but to Solomon—I can’t 
believe it!" he suddenly exclaimed "But wait a minute," 
Connors interrupted himself, having second thoughts. "The 
guy played better than I did and he beat me." 
Bill Riordan smiles recounting the episode 
"That’s when I knew I had a world champion," he says. 
"And about him playing on the Davis Cup team,” Riordan 
adds, "he’ll play tomorrow if they get the politics out of it."

The 
preoccupation

keeping competitive lists of 
birds 
spotted 
is 
primarily 
American. The British look 
down their monocles at it; they 
would rather just “twitch off” 
to sight a bird, and record it 
only in their memory. 
Birding 
has 
become 
so 
animalistic in America that the 
sighters have trampled over 
crops and flowers, and some 
landowners have thrown up 
s i g n s 
r e a d i n g , 
“ No 
B i r d w a t c h e r s , ” 
and 
“ BirdwatchersGo Home.” 


“Perhaps 
it 
reflects 
the 
American’s desire to always be 
measuring his worth,” Prof. 
Martin 
told 
me 
recently. 
“ Maybe 
we 
are 
m ore 
interested in goals than in 
enjoying the process. 


“I mean, we work our heads 
off until we’re 65 — instead of 
enjoying life day to day — and 
then we look back and count up 
our money. That’s making a 
list in a way, like the birders’ 
Christmas Counts.” 


As pressures mount to get 
bigger and better, amateurism 
falls like a shot duck. The 
problem 
in professionalizing 
birdwatching, though, is that 
enormous amounts of referees 
would have to be employed to 
maint ain 
ver ac i ty 
and 
confirmation of spottings, as 
well as the breaking up of 
clinches when disputes arise 
over 
who 
sp otted 
the 
semipalmated plover first. 


Even if that problem were 
solved, another rises. Sport is 
moving too quickly. We find 
that 
human 
referees 
and 
u m p i r e s 
a re 
p r o v i n g 
inadequate. Soon, there will be 
video replays to call out of 
bounds, and balls and strikes. 
Birdwatching, 
though, 
h a t c h e d 
l a t e 
in 
professionalism, is obviously 
catching 
up by 
beeps and 
bounds. 


However, until they find a 
way for tv crews to crawl with 
birders up sides of mountains, 
topple with them down rushing 
glens, slog through infernal 
swamps and burrow through 
nettles, 
birdwatching 
will 
always remain as amateur as a 
lark.

Archer. Brian Keith s new 
NBC show, is one of those last* 
second decisions come to life 
' This was one of those 
situations,' Keith says, ‘ where 
I had to start work yesterday ’’ 
Archer is replacing Ironside. 
Raymond Burr s show 
It 
wasn't doing badly but Burr had 
health problems and couldn’t 
continue The network riffled 
through its file of show 
possibilities 
and 
plucked 
Archer from the stack 
It’s another private eye show 
based upon the popular Ross 
Macdonald character, without 
anything particularly unusual 
about the show at this writing 
But NBC is betting a lot of 
money that Keith’s personality 
can triumph over the basically 
routine material He’s a tried- 
and-true TV type and has a 
track record that proves the 
public likes him 
Keith says he's doing it pure­ 
ly for the money involved 
“ And it’s very good money." 
he says 
He first said he’d do the show, 
provided they would let him 
film in Hawaii where he lives. 
NBC said no, it had to be in 
Hollywood Keith argued that 
o th e r shows have been 


successfully shot in Hawaii — 
his own show, variously known 
as The Little People and The 
Brian Keith Show, and Jack 
Lord’s very successful Hawaii 
Five-O. 
NBC still said no They said 
this one was a rush job and rush 
jobs are better done in the 
Hollywood studio, where it can 
be done quicker Keith finallv 
agreed, but with the proviso 
that if it is successful it will be 
shot in Hawaii next season. 
That’s the way it stands at the 
moment 
The shooting schedule is now 
so tight that Keith is actually 
liv in g at 
the studio — 
Paramount — where it is film­ 
ed They’ve given him an apart­ 
ment on the lot That way, he 
doesn t have to waste any time 
in commuting, so they can 
shoot late at night and start 
again early the next morning. 
How does Archer differ from 
other TV private eyes? 
“ He doesn’t,’’ says Keith, no 
mincer of words “They had the 
first script with a gimmick — 
me sitting around my place in 
my underwear 
They thought 
that was cute. I said no, I 
couldn't do that — I was too fat 
for that these days.” 
The gamble is simply that 
Keith’s strong personality will 
lift the show up. that the public 
wants to see him and won't care 
too much about the vehicle he’s 
in. 
Keith's desire to film in 
Hawaii is based on the fact that 
his family is there and he loves

the islands 
He can't unders­ 
tand the incidence of “rock 
f e v e r ” 
among 
c e r t a i n 
mainlanders who try to live in 
Hawaii 
That’s the feeling of 
claustrophobia, 
of being 
trapped by a sea-girt island. 
“I have a theory,’’ he says 
“ In the beginning, long before 
races and creeds, people were 
divided up according to where 
they lived — there were moun­ 
tain people and valley people 
and desert people and ocean 
people. And we all have some 
distant memories of our early 
origins. 


“I'm obviously one of the 
ocean people. When I was on 
Broadway I was miserable until 
I got an apartment where I 
could see the Hudson River. 


Then I was happy. But put me 
in Palm Springs and I'm very 
unhappy.” 
His two children — Robert is 
six and Daisy five — are back in 
Hawaii with their mother, 
Hawaiian-born actress Victoria 
Young. They visit back and 
forth when they can 
" I should be their grand­ 
father,” Keith says, “but they 
keep me young ” . 


On their last trip to Los 
Angeles, the children got 
aboard the plane and, when 
their mother wasn’t looking, 
the stewardess fed them some 
champagne. 
“The next thing we knew,” 
Keith says, “the two of them 
were standing in the aisle, 
glasses raised on high, saying, 
‘Here’s to all the pretty girls.’ I 
wonder where they got that 
toast.’’ 
Brian Keith is one of those 
stage-born and stage-raised 
people. Back when he was born, 
his parents, both actors, were 
on tour with a play. In Bayonne, 
N.J., they had to stop for his 
arrival. For the first years of 
his life, he was carried around 
the country as they performed 
“ I literally grew up in a 
trunk,” he says. “Then they 
were divorced and I went to live 
with my mother’s people in 
Washington state and Montana 
I divided my time between 
there and New York where my 
father was acting So I had the 
best of both worlds.” 
He did some acting as a boy 
but not much. He really gave 
his future little thought, until 
after a five-year hitch in the 
Marines. 


“I was 23.“ he says, “and I 
had no career. I worked in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, in New 
York’s garment district, all 
over. I was making nothing So 
I went back to acting — I knew I 
could make more than the 
cents an hour I ’d been making 
in New York.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) — The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee has voted down the year’s first effort to end the oil 
depletion allowance. It had been added to President Ford’s quick 
tax cut bill. 
The House Rules Committee also separated another double- 
barreled measure Tuesday, a delay in Ford’s $3 per barrel oil 
import fee and a $36 billion increase in the national debt. 
The unsuccessful tactic was to force the President to accept 
legislation he did not like because he wanted and needed the other 
measures so badly that he would not veto them. 
Ways and Means had attached the oil import delay to the 
national debt increase Sources said the Democrats feared the 
tactic would backfire and they would be unable to override a veto, 
so on Monday the Rules committee decided the measures will he 
voted on separately. 
The Ways and Means Committee voted 22-14 Monday against an 
effort by Rep Sam Gibbons, D-Fla . to attach a repeal of the $2 6 
billion oil industry tax break to a pending quick tax cut bill. 
Chairman Al Ullman. D-Ore, urged the committee to delay 


consideration of the depletion allowance until the committee 
takes up an energy tax package later this month. He said the 
depletion allowance issue would bog down a tax cut bill which he 
said is needed rapidly to stimulate the sagging economy. 
“To amend this bill in this way at this time would be a very 
grave error although I have publicly stated many times that I 
would support an end to the depletion allowance,” Ullman said. 
Rep Abner Mikva. D-Ill., told the committee it was far past 
time to close “the single largest loophole that exists,” particu­ 
larly because it was considering business tax cuts which could 
mean a $200 million break for Exxon. In the final vote, Democra s 
voted 14-10 for repeal, but the 12 Republicans voted unanimously 
against the Gibbons proposal. 
Several liberals voted against repeal now although they said 
they would vote for it later. 
The committee has completed the first portion of its tax cut hill 
— an $8 4 reduction in withholding rates, brought about by 
increasing the standard deduction and granting what amounts to a 
negative income tax of 5 per cent for everyone making up to $4.000 
to $6,000 —even if they pay no tax 
Yet to be decided are the exact size of a one-time rebate and 
who will receive it, along with business tax incentives. Ford 
requested a $12 billion straight rebate, but said in Atlanta Tuesday 
he felt he could go along with the committee 


Inflation kills old 
Tombstone 


TUCSON. 
Ariz 
(UPI) - 
Inflation has killed the Tomb­ 
stone Epitaph, a 95-year-old 
pioneer newspaper of the Old 
West that covered the shootout 
at the O.K. corral as a routine 
local crime story. 
Harold O. Love, a Detroit 
attorney who bought the Epi­ 
taph a decade ago to preserve 
its place in Americana, said he 
was giving the right to the 
newspaper’s 
name 
to 
the 
University of Arizona journal­ 
ism department rather than 
sell the historic weekly. 
The Epitaph currently has a 
circulation of about 4,000, but 
90 per cent of the copies are 
sold outside Tombstone. 
The newspaper was founded 
by John P. Cium who in 1873 
became the first civilian Indian 
agent in the Arizona territory 
The first issue came off the 
presses May 1, 1880. as the 
town began to acquire its 
reputation as a rip-roaring stop 
for cattlemen and silver mi­ 
ners. 
Wyatt Earp served as the 
town marshail, and backed by 
his 
brothers, 
Morgan 
and 
Virgil, 
and 
the 
tubercular 
dentist “Doc” Holiday, he shot 
it out with the Clanton gang, 
killing three, one Autumn day 
in 1881 at a corral that gave its 
name to one of the most famous 
gunfights in western history 
The Epitaph stuck the story 
on page 3 the next day, under 
the 
headline 
“yesterday’s 
tragedy, three men hurled into 
eternity in the duration of a 
moment.” The Epitaph called 
it a “sad affair,’’ but did not let 
the gunbattle crowd out the ads 
or social notes. The newspaper 
was regarded as “pro-Earp” in 
a political controversy that

split the town over Earp’s 
position 


The paper took the violent 
days of the Old West with an 
occasional touch of melodrama 
and a 
balancing 
flavor of 
tongue-in-cheek 
casualness. 
One editorial noted that “the 
party who threw the stick of 
wood through the front window 
of the (newspaper’s) office 
yesterday.” should not try to 
have its value credited to his 
subscription cost.

“Mr. Onassis went to the 
airport without a coat and 
caught a cola,’’ the spokesman 
for Onassis Enterprises said 
“His condition was aggravated 
by complications from a virus 
infection. He is now resting 
comfortably.” 
The 
spokesman 
said 
an 
American heart specialist, Dr. 
Isidor Rosenfeld, flew from 
New 
York 
with Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis to stay at the 
bedside 
of 
her 
69-year-old 
husband. 


“After all, he is a friend of 
Mr Onassis and his personal 
physician,” 
the 
spokesman 
said. Christina Onassis, 25, the 
multimillionaire’s 
daughter, 
also was there. 
Family sources said Onassis 
was suffering a relapse of 


myasthenia gravis, a disease 
that weakens the muscles 


They said the illness first 
struck Onassis in November 
but was checked with cortisone 
treatments. It flared up five 
days 
ago, 
they 
said, 
threatening vital muscles and 
endangering his life. 


Christina, Onassis' only sur­ 
viving child, has been at his

since

Alexander, the son Onassis 
counted on to take over family 
business, died in a 1973 air 
crash at Athens airport.

ELKTON, Va (UPI) — In this world. Mrs. Delores Jay is 
American. 52 years old and the wife of a minister. In 
another world whose doorway is through hypnosis, she is 
"Gretchen Gottlieb.” who tells of her own murder in Bis­ 
marck’s Germany a century ago 
Mrs Jay speaks no German —and has taken lie detector 
tests to substantiate it But under hypnosis, she speaks in 
German, drawing a vivid picture of 19th-century life in a 
tiny village named Ebeswalde. culminating in her own 
death at the age of about 16 
Reincarnation? Did Mrs Jay actually live as the teen-age. 
illiterate Gretchen with her burgermeister father in Ebe 
swalde in the years when Bismarck was trying to defeat 
German Catholics9 There may be a case for it. says Dr Ian 
Stevenson, a psychology professor. 
A "divine power" speaking through her9 That s one of the 
"few possible explanations" her husband, the Rev Carroll 
Jay, has considered 
Another minister, fundamentalist Rev Johnny Hensley of 
Elkton, says it may indeed be a mystic force —that of Satan 
The case evoked memories of two decades ago —of a 
Colorado housewife using the synonym of Ruth Simmons 
who, under deep hypnosis, became "Bridey Murphy, 
an 
Irish girl speaking in Gaelic of life in an obscure Irish 
village in the 19th century 
For the Jays, it started the day in 1970 the minister 
hypnotized his wife—"for a backache, or something When I 
finished I asked her if it still hurt. She answered something 


that sounded like nein,’ but I couldn't make anything of it. 
"1 asked her if she felt okay and when she answered ja,’ I 
got out my tape recorder and began to tape her.” 
Jay said the response from his wife sounded German and 
he took the tapes to a language teacher who said it definitely 
was. 
Stevenson and several other professors who speak 
German became interested. Over the course of three years 
of interviews, Mrs Jay slowly described her "life ” as 
Gretchen Jay said "Gretchen was about 16 years old and 
lived during the 1870s, She is illiterate and can’t read or 
write ” 
According to the tapes, Gretchen was murdered while she 
waited in a forest to meet her uncle she said had hidden 
horses to help them escape She said she was captured by a 
group of men and killed 
At that period in Germany, Bismarck tried to defeat 
German Catholics who had become a political force. Some 
active Catholics were thrown into jail at the time "Gretch­ 
en" has told her questioners that her father had been 
imprisoned because of his part in the "church’s trouble.” 
In all, there are 18 tapes of Mrs Jay under hypnosis. 
Stevenson said he is convinced the Jays are "thoroughly 
honest ” Jay quoted Stevenson as saying he "told us it’s a 
strong case for reincarnation ’ ’ 
Mrs. Jay is skeptical "I have always believed that you 
have only one chance in this life." she said "1 don’t believe 
in reincarnation." 


Jay said, "I don’t really know but there are several pos­ 
sibilities She could be speaking through the subconscious, 
som e sort of genetic memory or a possibility it’s a divine 
power speaking through her.” 
Dr. Martin T. Orne, a University of Pennsylvania 
hypnosis expert said, "She must have been exposed to 
German at some point. There’s no way she could have 
learned it any other fashion.” He said evidence used to 
support "spiritual or reincarnation interpretations is 
anecdoctal at best.” 
Stevenson, who has been studying cases of reported 
reincarnations for 20 years, disagrees. "Language is a 
learned skill. Anyone who has ever tried to learn one knows 
that you must practice and practice.” 


Stevenson said one of the next steps will be to check 
records to find whether a girl named Gretchen Gottlieb 
lived in a village named Ebeswalde in the 1870s. It may not 
be that simple. There are several Ebeswaldes in Germany. 
Its been almost a year since Mrs. Jay was last hypnotized 
and assumed the "Gretchen personality.” Jay said there are 
no plans to do it again He said he believes information from 
the tapes should be enough to complete the study. 


Jay admitted from all the commotion created by "Gretch­ 
en," that if given the choice, " I wish it never happened ” 
But he added, " I don’t believe we have done anything 
wrong I feel it is a scientific venture which now has to be 
completed regardless of the consequences.”

It’s not that the jokes are so funny, 
really Mo Udall is getting laughs m this 
state, first in the nation to hold a 
presidential prim ary, because it’s a 
relief these days for people to do 
something other than weep. 
Even when he cracks the old chestnuts 
1**1 know a man m arried 50 years who 
says he s never even contemplated 
divorce. m urder yes, but not divorce.” ), 
the 
audiences giggle 
for relief as 
well as pleasure “ 1 saw a sign on a 
church,” Udall says, i f Tired of Sin, 
Come In 
And underneath it somebody 
scribbled: i f Not. Call 765-3434.’ ” In 
hard times small treats are welcome 


So it is that Mo Udall is welcome here 
in North Country snows, even 22 long 
months before the 1976 election The 
locals are sick to the eyebrows of 
politics, boneweary of promises and 
suspicious of anything governmental but 
Udall 
has 
the 
hint 
of 
something 
different 
For one thing, he’s kind of a hayseed 
His jackets fit like the hangers are still 
inside and there is a certain humility in 
a man wearing loafers in the White 
Mountains Then, too. many like what he 
says 
about 
co nserv atio n , 
about 
protecting citizens from financial ruin 
and about restoring strong national 
leadership They may not believe the 
latter, yet said right it at least sounds 
good 
But mostly, in this terribly early stage 
of the presidential election, Udall is 
welcome because his humor is. “ Have 
you heard about this one politician 
running0 He came into town to make a 
speech and when he concluded he said. 
Well, ladies and gentlemen, them 's my

It may be that a man who can joke in 
times like this just doesn't understand

G reat gags have been born in 
bread lines. Udall knows that the public 
knows that a nation still laughing is a 
nation still trying 
True, there are risks in political 
wisecracking Speaking to a gathering of 
kids at one stop. Udall recalls some of 
his elderly congressional peers whom he 
observes as being drunk every dav and 
not very sm art when sober.” The 
.audience doesn’t laugh — neither do 
associates in Congress. The crack is too 
cloSe to reality and there is enough 
reality about as is The locals like Abe 
Lincoln humor, not Dick Gregory; poke 
fun. not facts 
In the main, though. Udall scores well, 
as when he recounts the story of the 
m inister speaking to the town tart. 
“ Alice, child,” says the reverend. “ I 
prayed for you all last night ” “ Is that 
so°” Alice replies. “ Hell, man, if you'd 
a just called.

smoking Arthur Burns, the man who sits 
where Martin used to sit and who 
presides over the board that controls the 
money faucet; it decides by increasing 
or diminishing the flow of dollars 
whether the nation shall have tight or 
easy credit; whether when you buy a 
car, washing machine or house, you pay 
low or high interest rates. 
If there was one thing that 11 witnesses 
agreed to at President F o rd ’s famous 
“ sum m it” conference in September, 
which Ford adviser Paul McCracken 
helped put together, it was that money 
was too “ d ear” ; that the Fed was 
holding the credit-spigot too tight; and 
there is an even louder complaint in 
testimony being taken here now by 
Congress. It is coming from all sides and 
there is likely to be a showdown soon 
with the usual challenges to Dr. Burns’ 
independent authority In this dram atic 
confrontation between White House and 
Dem ocratic Congress with Mr. Ford 
unilaterally announcing a $l-a-barrel tax 
on imported oil, and the Dem ocrats 
trying to cut him off at the pass with 
legislation postponing the tax 90 days, 
that there is a third party in the dram a.

“ I probably would attach the most 
significance to the pursuit of the right 
monetary policy The rate was entirely 
too restrictive in the second half of 1974 
and really it helped set the stage for the 
current recession.” 
“ Money 
supply” 
sounds 
terribly 
technical but isn’t really. It is step two, 
after cutting taxes. In the 30's Hoover 
couldn’t bring himself to cut taxes with 
the budget in deficit But Jack Kennedy 
did with Walter Heller the chairm an of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, and 
the result was spectacular; business 
revived, unemployment declined and the 
biidget recovered The Kennedy tax cut 
was $11 billion, or the equivalent of $26 
billion in today's economy; Mr. F ord’s 
proposed cuts come to only around $16 
billion. They probably aren ’t enough. 
The recession has bitten deeper today 
and unemployment is 7 4 per cent 
compared to Kennedy’s 5 2 per cent 
• Headlines will blazon “ Eight Per Cent 
Unemployment” any day now .)

in Mr Ford's proposal to pay everybody 
below a certain level $80 a year th a t's 
not much for the jobless,‘about $1 50 
weekly, but the precedent is stunning 
The new Ford budget shows a deficit 
for this fiscal year, and the next, of $80 
billion or so, and ultim ately it may 


reach $100 billion His chief economic 
adviser, Treasury Secretary Simon, is 
already calling this “horrifying.” 
He’s 
wrong, 
the 
recession 
is 
horrifying; the deficit isn't horrifying A 
deficit isn’t evil of itself, it’s what you 
do with it “Deficits can be dangerous; 
they can also be very healthy,” says 
Gardner Ackley, economic adviser to 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson. Big 
corporations increase their debts: their 
assets 
match 
their 
obligations. 
Corporations and governments aren’t 
like the heads of families. Take the 
evidence, for example, of conservative 
Herbert Stein, formerly top economist 
for Richard Nixon: “What is currently 
said about the way Federal deficits 
crowd 
out 
private 
borrowing 
and 
investment is grossly exaggerated,” he 
told Congress. He doesn’t think the new 
Ford fiscal program goes far enough. 
“ We 
should 
depend 
heavily

substantial increase in the money supply 
to achieve recovery,” he says; m other 
words, Dr Bums, I don’t want to run the 
thing into the ground, but here is the 
com m ent 
of 
another 
m oderate 
conservative, Philip Klutznick, of the 
Committee for Economic Development, 
a prestigious group of 200 businessmen 
and educators: “ A much stronger net 
stimulus is needed,” he says, “stronger 
by about $10 billion.” 
The superb engine of the American 
conomy is limping along and producing 
200 billion less in overall products that 
it can produce and so instead of a budget 
surplus of perhaps $25 billion we are 
getting a budget deficit of $40 to $50 
billion The faster we get out of the 
slump the faster we’ll get out of the red 
ink. 
And the stimulus here, after the Ford 
tax cut should come from the Fed. “ If 
the monetary rate is set too tightly,” 
said Dr McCracken “you will then have 
a weak economy that cannot generate 
revenue.” 
The Fed is a creature of Congress and 
yet, short of new legislation, it can defy

Nevertheless, observed Schultze, “my 
impression has always been that the 
members and chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board do read the political tea 
leaves.

I'm Mo Udall running for 
president.’ And the people inside said, 
‘Yes, we know, we were just laughing 
about it.’ ” 


We have always questioned the theory 
behind permitting any industry selling basic 
products to the public being able to supply its 
own 
figures 
justifying 
price 
increases, 
rather than having said facts and figures 
supplied by the agency regulating that 
industry’s prices in the people’s behalf. 
For 
instance, 
the 
milk 
industry 
in 
California was awarded a five-cent per-half- 
gallon price increase in April of 1974. The 
increase was given by the state Department 
of Food and Agriculture on the basis of facts 
supplied it by the milk industry itself. 
Apparently, within three months of the 
price 
increase 
going 
into 
effect 
the 
industry’s figures were discovered not only 
to be inflated, but also to have cost the 
California milk consumer upwards of $5 
million dollars in the month of April alone. 
Nothing has 
been done about a 
price 
rollback, ostensibly because the increase has 
now been justified by our present, 1975 
inflation figures. 
We don't mean to suggest the milk industry 
is the only industry susceptible to this form 
of doing business, only that it is the most 


recent example in a long list of examples of 
how the regulatory system operates. 
We submit that as long as state and federal 
regulatory agencies rely on the industries 
they are supposed to be regulating to supply 
the facts and figures upon which regulation 
is based, the consumer will continue to be 
taken advantage of by those industries, and, 
coincidentally, by his government as well. 


Government bureaucracy grows yearly in 
size and cost, and is a pain for consumers 
and politicians alike in many instances. We 
have to ask, then, why these various 
departments and agencies are not doing the 
job for which they were created — regulating 
and controlling industry in the consumer’s 
behalf? 


Industry — all industry doesn’t need 
protection from the consumer, but vice 
versa. All too often in recent years, the 
consumer has come up on the short end of the 
stick to industry, whether it be milk, oil, 
sugar, or lumber. Independent fact finding 
on the part of regulating agencies would go 
far in reversing this unfortunate trend.
